THE BUILDING 
A Conversation with 
Frank Duley 














1845-1850 


After eleven years, Frank Duley is still 
excited by his job. That isn’t so unusual at 
the Peabody Museum but Duley’s job, 
Building Manager and Director of 
Security, is one not usually called 
glamorous. 

“Our work will never be exciting to 
most people,” says Duley, “but it’s 
essential to the Museum. Without our 
maintenance staff and guards, the doors 
would never open.” 

Building management is a “taken for 
granted” profession which gets little 
public attention when things go well. It 
demands a wide range of knowledge and 
adaptability. “Successful management of a 
facility this size, especially one that dates 
back to 1825, is a combination of 
continuous attention to details and 
intuition based on experience,” Duley 
comments. “It’s like owning a car for a 
long time: after a while you know when 
something sounds or even seems wrong. 
Building managers learn to look at and 
listen to a building and they acquire the 





skills needed by a particular plant.” 

The Building Manager is often called 
upon to make swift judgements and 
decisions. While he and the maintenance 
staff monitor, maintain and at times 
repair equipment themselves, it is 
important to choose the right moment to 
call in contractors. “Most museum 
departments have many demands on their 
time and money and we’re no 
exception,” Duley says. “When we can’t. 
do repairs ourselves, | can expedite the 
contractor’s work by carrying out 
preliminary tests myself. That saves their 
time and our money.” 

Security is Duley’s primary concern 
and since security is founded on 
prevention, good maintenance is a key to 
good security. There is much more to the 
program than guards at the door. “Our 
guard force is the most visible element of 
the security program but there are many 
others,” observes Duley. “Fire prevention 
is one. Adequate lighting helps to deter 
vandalism. Loose or dirty mats or a

malfunctioning boiler aren’t just 
maintenance problems. As hazards to 
people they become security problems.” 

Safety and security measures require 
preparation. Duley’s responsibilities 
include training Museum staff in a variety 
of major and minor practices and 
reminding them of the reasons behind 
each procedure. “In some industries the 
enphasis may be on documentary 
security, on keeping secrets, or some 
other concern,” he says. “In a museum 
our first priority is security of objects. A 
great many of our practices deal with 
that.” Also, as the Museum becomes 
automated Duley must be responsible for 
the safe storage of computerized data, a 
new area of concern in addition to the 
security of artifacts, personnel and 
visitors. 

No task in Duley’s years with the 
Museum has approached the Asian Export 
Art Wing in complexity and challenge. 
“At any time it’s my job to be an 
advocate for the building, to say what it 





can take and what it can’t,” he says. 
“During the design phase I’ve worked 
closely with the architects and engineers, 
who understand that a building manager 
is the one person who knows every 
feature of the plant and how it works. For 
instance, at one point the design called 
for seven foot ceilings in the carpentry 
shop. That won’t work here or in any 
shop I’ve heard of. We often handle 
lumber or plywood ten or more feet long 
and you need high ceilings for that.” 

The Museum, Duley says, is not one 
but several interconnected buildings, a 
complex which grew up in large part 
before professional building management 
evolved. As a result, he says, “there are 
many places where the facility doesn’t 
work as well as it should. My role is to 
help prevent that in the new wing.” 

The undertaking places enormous 
demands on Duley’s concentration as well 
as on his experience. In half an hour’s 
time he may explain to an architect the 
best orientation for an elevator’s doors,

discuss with another consultant the 
proposed sprinkler system, which will 
embrace East and East India Marine Halls 
as well as the new wing, then define the 
need for vehicle access to the Oriental 
Garden and resulting right of way 
requirements for an attorney. Beyond this 
he is involved in a general reassessment 
of the entire facility’s security system, 
responding to a consensus that the 
construction period is the best time for 
that task. 

“We can go in a number of directions 
to design a new system,” Duley 
comments. “Whatever option we choose 
must meet some fixed requirements. It 
has to be state of the art, adaptable to 
future changes in security technology, 
and provide the best possible security for 
the collection. There’s no doubt that 
that’s a big order.” 

However sophisticated the new 
system, Duley and his staff will face new 
problems. During construction itself the 
work area will have to be protected. 





Duley expects to work closely with the 
clerk of the works, who represents the 
owner on the building site. “In that way | 
can help to maintain the Museum’s 
interests during construction,” he says. 
Once the wing is open there will be 
26,000 square feet more to guard, heat, 
cool and maintain. With installation of an 
automated security system there will be 
another set of skills for Duley to master. 
All of this means change in the 
maintenance and security departments. 
“We don’t know yet how much change 
there will be and how many more people 
we'll have,” he remarks. 

A manager in Duley’s job is only as 
good as his people and Duley is unstinted 
in praise of his. Outside consultants have 
been amazed that Duley and his staff can 
do all that they do. His answer is a simple 
one: “I have a great group of people 
doing a terrific job. We all do it for the 
Same reason. We love the Museum and 
we believe in it.” 


and Jeff Demirs. 
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The need to upgrade fire protection 
systems throughout the Museum created 
an opportune moment to expand the 
scope of renovations in the Robinson 
Room, reported in the January February 
Register. 

“The practical necessity of installing 
sprinkler systems while the renovations are 
in progress has enabled us to expand and 
improve the quality of the installation,” says 
Designer Fred Johnson. Renovations will 
now. include improved interior surfaces 
permitting the use of modern installation 
methods. All the portraits and number of 
other paintings scheduled to go on exhibit

in the room will now undergo conservation 
before installation. “The changes in the 
paintings are quite striking,” reports Con- 
servator Will Phippen. “The portrait of 
Captain William Gray, for example, is 
revealed as a very beautiful painting.” 

Above all, the expansion allows the 
production team to realize a design goal for 
the project, an installation inspired by John 
Robinson’s original in 1907. “The aethetic 
effect will be a period one,” says Johnson. 
“This would have been very difficult to 
achieve on the original schedule.” 

The Register will report regularly on 
the progress of the marine exhibit project.

Three Duck Stamps 

Three framed Federal Duck prints and 
stamps have been added to the Ralph B. 
Williams III Collection through the 
generosity of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph B. 
Williams of Chestnut Hill. The additions 
complete the set of the first forty Federal 
Duck Stamps. 

The subject of some controversy among 
birdlovers because the duck is held in the 
dog’s mouth, the 1959 Labrador Dog by 
Maynard Reese is the only duck stamp 
depicting a dog; King Buck was one of the 
finest field trial retrievers in the nation in 
the 1950s. 
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The 1964 Nene Geese by Stanley 
Stearns is of particular interest to birders. 
The Nene, or Hawaiian, is an upland goose 
which is almost extinct in the wild. During 
the last decade several Nene, raised in 
captivity on Oahu, have been sent to the 
British Wildfowl Trust at Slimbridge, 
England where they are thriving. 

One of four watercolors, Stellar’s 
Eiders, 1973, completes the trio. A habitant 
of the Arctic coasts and Alaska, this smallest 
of eiders is also known as the “soldier 
duck” because of the flock’s sometime 
habit of swimming in single file. 

The migratory bird hunting Stamp Act 
of 1934 requires hunters to purchase a 
federal duck stamp annually. Funds from 
stamp sales are used to protect waterfowl 
habitat and for the purchase, development, 
administration and maintenance of 
waterfowl refuges. In Essex County, federal 
duck stamp funds are directed to the 
Parker River National Wildlife Refuge.

Mr. and Mrs. John E. Thayer III have 
generously given the Museum a household 
shrine dedicated to the god Ebisu. The 
shrine is of the late Meiji (1868-1912) to 





early Taisho period; (1912-1926).
